Roosevelt and ffce Monroe Doctrine. 


In a public speech at Buenos Aires, ex-President Roosevelt 


said: "The Monroe Doctrine is a thing of the past. Where the 
Argentine Republic is concerned the feeling of guardianship on 
the part of the United States no longer exists. Argentina needs 
no protection, as she is a fit champion of her own Monroe Doc- 
trine." 


Doubtless this utterance flattered the national vanity of the 


Argentines, but it is not distinguished for common sense. Ar- 
gentina aspires to dominate South America. Yet her population 
is a little more than seven millions, while Brazil has over twenty 
millions and a territorial area nearly three times as large as Ar- 
gentina. Brazil does not regard the Monroe Doctrine as a thing 
of the past any more than she regards with pleasure the ambi> 
tious pretentious of Argentina. Brazil is not disposed to acknowl- 
edge the precedence of Argentina as readily as Colonel Roosevelt. 


But for the Monroe Doctrine and the firm attitude of the 


United States, the great southern province of Brazil, Rio Grande 
do Snl. would today be under the German flag, and German power

Parana. Rio Grande do Sul is situated wholly within the temper- 
ate zone, and is a vast and fertile region — an empire within itself 
—and under German control would speedily become a dominating 
factor in South American politics.

It is nonsense to argue that Argentina is strong enough to 


protect herself or her neighbors from European aggression. Col- 
onel Roosevelt's flattering suggestion that Argentina might have 
a Monroe Doctrine of her own was an empty compliment because 
it was addressed to a conceit without power and little wisdom. It 
was indiscreet because it endorsed Argentina's claim to hegemony 
in South America — a claim that neither Brazil nor Chile is will- 
ing to concede. 


Moreover, the people of the United States must be consulted 


before the Monroe Doctrine is abolished. Colonel Roosevelt's 
right to declare it obsolete and inoperative is not conceded. The 
right of any man to make such a declaration will be disputed. 
Only national consent will permit the Monroe Doctrine to be 
abandoned. That consent is not likely to be given since to give it 
would menace the right of our government to control the Pan- 
ama canaL 


Mexico Lacks Common Sense. 


One thing that sensible Mexicans must have become im- 


pressed with during the recent fighting near Juarez is the ridicu- 
lous position Mexicans would be placed in should they ever force 
a war upon the United States. Mexico must now understand that 
the United States, as a people, is opposed to intervention, and it is 
a good thing for Mexico that it is. 


Military operations by federals and rebels alike at Juarez are 


reported to have been of the crudest order. The "national forces" 
of 7000 men dwindled in number to less than 3000, three regi- 
ments, when the truth was made known. Villa acknowledged that 
he took Juarez with 2000, reinforced later by a few hundred more. 
This statement is borne out in the knowledge that there were but 
two troop trains bearing "Villa's Army." 


If it were not for the splendid array of generals and colonels 


in the opposing Mexican forces one would be prone to imagine 
that the combined Mexican forces are nothing more than a border 
patroL The staid, cool and mobile forces of the United States on 
the other side of the Rio Grande must smile at the obvious weak- 
ness of Mexico's "national forces." 


Scarcity of privates i& war is a serious matter. Even Bom- 


bastes Furioso could not very well get along without them. It is 
not unkind to Mexico to ask that she take herself less seriously 
and let all of her General False Alarms go into battle with them- 
selves. After the slaughter those who remain might retire with 
"glory" and gold trimmings to some genial European watering 
place.

The high price of eggs is a sarcastic commentary on Senator 


Cummins' gloomy prediction that putting eggs on the free list 
would ruin the poultry industry in the United States. It is an 
equally ironic commentary on the prediction that abolishing the 
duty on foreign eggs would reduce the cost of eggs to the Ameri- 
can consumer. Eggs have gone up instead of down, thus con- 
founding the arguments of both protectionists and free traders. 
But it is not an unusual phenomenon. The high price of eggs at 
present is due to natural causes and not to cold storage monopoly. 
All daring the summer months eggs commanded a good price, 
hence the number placed in cold storage was not large. For an- 
other thing, the per capita consumption of eggs is increasing— 
&n evidence of the rise in the standard of living. 


Eggs are chiefly imported into the United States from Can- 


ada. Hens do not lay to any extent during such severe winters 
as prevail in Canada, hence admitting eggs free of duty has had 
no effect on the price because Canada produces few eggs in win- 
ter—none to export, in fact. 


The movement to boycott egg dealers begun in the east is fu- 


tile, because it is not aimed at artificial conditions. Our old friend, 
the tew of supply and demand, is in control of the situation. De- 
mand exceeds supply, hence there is scarcity and high prices. 
Boycotting the egg dealer means depriving the boycotters of a 
prime necessity. It is futile because appetite is stronger than 
resolution when it comes to fighting some other fellow's pocket 
witfe * craving stomach.

Claiming that he was deprived of a fundamental right, the 


condemned man has appealed to the Federal Supreme Court on 
the ground that white men are conceded the right to execute 
private vengeance in like circumstances and that a colored man 
should have the same right. In other words, he has asked the 
written law to enforce e<juity in the administration of the un- 
written law. 


Of course, his plea is futile. 


written law. It is a statute in the code of Judge Lynch which 
courts denounce as a relic of barbarism. Murder is defined by 
the law as the killing of a human being not in necessary self-de- 
fense. The unwritten law sets up another justification for 
homicide. But it can only be set up by white men ; no dark- 
skinned person has the right to make such a plea; hence, the 
Texas negro's appeal will be denied, and he will suffer the pun- 
ishment inflicted by the written law. 


Still his appeal has called attention to the inequity of which 


the negro is a victim. He is asked to respect and obey laws which 
treat him unfairly. It is not the letter of the law which presses 
injustice upon him, but the method of administering the law 
and the spirit with which it is administered. The law does not 
protect him when it should, and the ministers of the law deny 
him immunities which they freely grant to whites. The law( 
hangs the negro for an act for which a white man would not be 
punished at all and society allows negroes to be hanged in viola- 
tion of law for committing offenses legally punishable by impris- 
onment. So the black man is unfairly dealt with by both the 
written and unwritten lavr.
